LONDON, February 27.—The nest move 


in the Cretan game ia anxiously awaited. 
According to the news from the con- 
tinent tbe Marquis of Saliflbury'a pro- 
posal for the settlement of the difli- 
-cultiea ie not yet formally indorsed by 
the powers, bat it IB believed it will be 
approved, or the premier would iiot have 
madi the public announcement on the 
subject which he did in tho house of 
Ionia on Thursday last. 


Active means are still proceeding be- 


tween the different European cabinets. 
The Marquis of Salisbury presided to- 
day at a special meeting of the cabinet 
at the foreign office. Whether the eola- 
tion of tho imbroglio ie peaceful or not 
•depends entirely upon Greece, and the 
dispatches from Athene indicate that 
the feeling iu favor of resistance to the 
powers ia still strong among all clasees 
throughout Greece, and that a declara- 
tion of war with Turkey would he re- 
ceived with threat enthusiasm. 
The 


latest Greek proposal is said to be that 
Greece should administer Crete as Aus- 
tria ad in inlet era Boeula. But it seems to 
be agreed on all sides that 1-eoco can 
•only be maintained by leaving Crete 
part of the Turkish empire. 


The Marquis of Salisbury's proposals 


, Have been received with favor, not only 


by the British bnt by moat of the conti- 
nental newspapers. 


However, in the meanwhile, military 


^preparations are proceeding apace in 
Turkey and Greece, while everything is 
prepared in South Russia for the trans* 
part of a big Russian army to the 
Balkans whenever this etep may be 
deemed necessary. 


Telegrams from Vienna also declare 
that Emperor Francis Joseph has had 
repeated conferences with the Austrian 
minister of war, that plane for the mobi- 
lization of Austrian forces on the Balkan 
frontier have been drawn up and that 
horees are already boiug purchased for 
military ueea. 


According to adv'icea from the small 


Balkan states, war preparations are pro- 
ceeding there secretly, and in short, all 
tho parties concerned aroquite prepared 
for au explosion at any moment. 


The house o f " commons yesterday 


adopted an supplementary naval esti- 
mate of £500,000, bringing the total ex- 
pense of the navy during the present 
year to $22,330,000. This enormous fig- 
ure ie nearly double the cost of the navy 
fifteen years ngo. 
Much attention hag been attracted by 


the Ruse o-Japanese treaty, published in 
the Oflicinl Messenger this week. It 
.gives both Russia anil Japan the right to 
atatlon a military force in Uorea to pro- 
tect their settlements; the two parties 
•eree to lend joint financial aid to Ooren 
in case of necessity! aud Kuaaia reeerves 
the right to construct a telegraph line 
from Seoul to the frontier. It ia added 
that Core* retains full liberty in home 
and foreign aCfaiis. Both liuieia and 
Japan support thy King, permanently 
.MHuring order. The British newspapers 
comment on the treaty and declare It 
virtually con'sucrateathe substitution of 
Rneaia'for China ae the dominant power 
at Seoul. 


P.uus, February 27.—The following 


Benil-olliciai note wna issued this even- 
ing: "All the powers have instructed 
thulr representatives at OousUntinople 
-and Athena to agree upon the terms of 
.m note to be sent to the two governments, 
based upon Russia's nnd the Marquis of 
•Salisbury's proposals."

To import the opium the Chinese firm 
had itconaigned to H. P. Davidson, ac- 
countant of thu Bank of British Colum- 
bia, who transferred it to tho real im- 
porters as soon aa it passed the customs 
The opium was received thia afternoon 
and waa about to bo removed from tho 
warehouse to the Chinese store whei 
the government otliciala took poiscssion 
of tho valuable drug,-

Chinese firma haa been practiced by the 
branch of the bank of British Columbii 
in this city, through ita accountant and 
clerks, for the last ten years.

Looking over the proceedings of. the 


Chamber of Commerce in relation to 
good roads, I was attracted by the re- 
mark of Mr. John McMullIn that we 
had soil that wonld moke a good road 
..ithont the use of gravel. In this ho 
is correct and in line with the state- 
ment oi Mr. Irvine, state road commis- 
sioner, made at the Farmers' Institute 
at Malaga. Mr. Irvine said that Fresno 
county could have miles of good road 
without the use of macadam owing to 
the nature of the soil. All that was 
necessary was to make the road at tho 
proper season ol the year, grade it to a 
proper curve of one foot elevation in the 
center to a width of forty feet, keep the 
depreaaions filled in till il packed, and 
it would be a good road for all time. , 


Thia ia true so far as the proper soil 


extends, but not beyond. My observa- 
tions in traveling over our roads at all 
leasons of the year verify this. We 
jave many changing conditions of soil 
ilong our highways. Some of these 
ioile make hard, smooth roadbeds thai 
never cut up in the summer nor get 
mirr in the winter; always Biuooth and 
durable, either as natural roads or 
graded aa above. Then we gel a condi- 
tion of aoil that is full o! chuck holes in 
the summer and mndholea in the win- 
ter, and then we pass on to a str.tch of 
heavy sand, and so it goes on alternately 
SO the end ol the road. No scitutiQc 
shaping or sprinkling will make a road- 
bed outof unBt soil without covering. 
The sensible thing to do would, he to 
cover the muddy and Bandy portions 
of the road with soil takon from that 
part of the highway which has proved 
to be alwaya firm and eolid. There 13 
plenty of it, easy to handle and abort 
hanlslothepartBof the roadwaynesd- 


°For'example, there are two pieces of 
road over sandhills on. the White's 
Bridge road where the aoil was hauled 
about hull a mile and the Band covered. 
There is nothing the matter with those 
pieceB of road summer or winter. The 
soil put there was really superior to 
gravel for the purpose. H is o perfect 
road making material taken from the 
roadside where the road is perfect at all 
BeaBona. On auch aoila, where the water 
Btanda at timoa in the winter, the ex- 
perienced teamster knows that the safest 
way IB to keep tho middle of the road, 
water or no water—which is tonietiines 
true in politics. The cement nature of 
tlioso noilB IIBB been found by msr.y o 
our vinoyardisU in plowing up ""' 
roadways across their promises.

The work has been 
very carefully done mid reilecls great 
credit upon Mr. lloxie. 


Only that port of the northern bound- 


ary was surveyed beginnine with the 
iwamp lands about ten milee west of 
Herndon and ending at too Merced 
county line, but the work wa» moat uif- 
Ucnlt on account of the character of the 
territorv traversed. 
The surveyor started on the north line 


ol section 17, township 13 south, range 
17 ea-t, and followed the general course 
ol the river to the Merced county line, 
nni"hi..B in section 22, township 10 
south, range 13 east. The distance tra- 
rerEed was ahout titty miles. 
There had never been a survey of the 


channel of the San Joaquin where it 
Hows through the swamplands, the gov- 
ernment .urveyora having contented 
themselves with miming meander lines 
on the outside boundaries of the «wai£P 
lands and cuessiug at the channel. Ihe 
banks on both sides of the river are 
lined 
with an almost impenetrable 


thicket and the government surveyors 
evidently did not relish tackling the 
difficulties that confronted them, so 
they gave the rivnr as wide a berth as 
possible, and pretty wide it was in 
some places.

Surveyor Hoiie and his corps ol as- 


listants made a thorough survey pi the 
channel, usius hoats, and had fre- 
quently to resort to trianulllations. Ihe 
work on the river line occupied twenty- 
two days. Altogether the party was m 
the fieM about one month. The result 
of the survey is that 1000 acres ol rich 
land are added to this county, iresno 
made the greatest gain in section 2o, 
township 13 aoutn, range lo east, the 
corrected survey giving ihis count? HI 
acres that were formerly BUDposed to he 
in JIadera county. According to theold 
survey the river "describes quite a curve 
southward in this suction, while the 
corrected survey shows that the curve is 
northward. Mr. Hoxie received elective 
assistance from his deputy, S. McKay, 
in making the survey.

over to 


Coun'y Assessor Vincent aud the own- 
ers of the territory added to tills county 
will hereafter pay taxes in I resno.
